Text of the Amendment.

so-called “ uniform’’ method, which re­ 
sults in the escape of millions from 
taxation. 


Improved Tax System Possible.

This is because the constitution 
provides that tin* amendment must re­ 
ceive a majority of the votes »>f all 
the electors voting at the election at 
which the amendment Is submitted. 
The Illinois Constitution says: “The 
General Assembly shall have no power 
to propose amendments 
. . . 
to the 
same article of tenor than once in four 


y e a r s . ” The pending amendment to ar­ 
ticle IX -Revenue, whether adopted or 
rejected, prevents the submission of 
any other tax amendment until 1920. 
It is recognized in Illinois, as In oth­ 
er states, that invited tax reforms re­ 
late almost, if not, entirely to person­ 
al property, tax rates an»i methods of 
assessment. 
The amendment entrusts 
t h«» work of remodeling our personal 
property tax system i»> the General 
Assembly, and, to whom else can It be 
entrusted?
